Issues awaiting final action in- 
clude the proposed CTA Subsidy 
Bill, Service Occupation and Cor- 
poration Franchise Tax j Increase 
measures, and a BUI for Congres- 
sional Redisricting. 

Senator McClory also presided at 
the Republican .Caucus last week 
which resulted in the decision to 
support a redistrlcting measure to 
establish 8 Congressional Districts 
in the City of Chicago, 4 Districts 
in Suburban Cook County, and 12 
Downstate Districts, including a 
new Congressional District compris- 
ing Lake, Mcllenry and Boone 
Counties. This measure, which has 
received majority approval in the 
State Senate, provides representa- 
tion on the basis of the 1960 census 
figures. Chicago's loss of popula- 
tion entitles it to no more than 8 
Districts instead of the 10 which it 
formerly had. Growth of the sub- 
urbs entitles this area to 4 Districts 
instead of the present 3 Districts, 
The population increase in Lake and 
McHenry counties has -resulted in 
these two Counties forming a new 
District under all of the redistrlct- 
ing proposals which have been pre- 
sented thus far in the special ses- 
sion. 

Senator McClory reports that a 
redistrlcting bill, closely resembling 



that of Senate Bill 31 which has 
received Republican Caucus action, 
will be passed within the next one 
or two weeks.

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A Film Review of 
Nightmare In Red 

By Jay Nash 

A showing of the historical docu- 
mentai'y "Nightmare in Red" was 
shown Wednesday, November 1, at 
the Antioch High School PTA meet- 
ing. 

The film, narrated by Alexander 
Scourby, was originally shown on 
"Project 20," a special television 
production appearing irregularly. 




The opening acene.s weci.' clipped 
from the "Battleship Ptomkin," n 
classic Russian silent movie dealing 
with the Russian sailors' revolt of 
1905. Other m6vies liberally clip- 
ped from were "The Advertu'-es of 
Michael Strogoff," "Disraeli," and 
"Rasputin and the Empress," all, of 
course, dealing with revolutions of 
one kind or another. 

Accents of the film were not 
placed upon communism as a doc- 
trine and way of life as much as 
were the waning years of Tsar 
Nicholas II, his fear, of the "Dark 
People" (the masses of Russia's one- 
time serfdom) and the chaotic and 
.emotionaUstic rise of Alexander 
Kerensky, wliose brief-etched spun 
of presidency was snuffed out by 
the insurgent Lenin and his hench- 
men, Trotski, Zenoviev, Kamenev, 
and the now debunked Stalin. 



There is a good bit of gore and 
many brutal atrocity shots in 
"Nightmare In Red," apparently de- 
signed to startle viewers into an- 
xious observations. The lining up 
of "White Russians," in groups of 
threes, who wore shot down crazily 
into trenches they themselves had 
dug were an example of amazing 
unreality. There was something 
strangely bothersome in watching 
these executions. It was as if those 
being shot were not of this world, 
but creatures without description,' 
not human beings at all. In short, 
shots like these were too real, so 
much so that the impact of their 
significence was lessened by their 
actualities. 

All-in-all, the Mm was more 
dramatic than instructive, more sen- 
sational than factual. The storming 
of the Tsar's Winter Palace, for. in- 
stance, depicted thousands of revo- 
lutionaries charging against- blazing 
machine guns. In reality the Win- 
ter Palace was defended only by a 
battalion of semi-armed women who 
put up no fight to speak of and were 
bayoneted to death when the Bol- 
sheviks strolled into the building. 

Accounts of ihis and other inci- 
'dents, shown can be found in Ber- 
trand D. Wolfe's "Three Who Made 
a Revolution," Arthur Koestler's 
"The Invisible Writing" and "Ten 
Days That Shook the World" by the 
dedicated anarchist John Reed. 

The second portion of the film 
dealt sketch ily with the rise of 
Stalin through the war years on to 
his death. 

Aside from the grotesqueries, 
atrocity shots captured or imagined, 
and the poignant quotes from the 
Russian Noble and monarchist, Leo 
Tolstoy, interjected by the nar- 
rator, the film stands as a paradox 
to fact. 

However, if but for no other rea- 
son, it serves the purpose of bring- 
ing the interested closer to some of 
the many deadly facets of interna- 
tional communism.

Ralph T. Moore writes in the 
Oregon Visitor: "The corporation is 
regarded as fair game for the enter- 
prising labor leader. There is 'little 
or no concept of the corporation's 
real structure nor is there any genu- 
ine attempt to assure that pay raise 
is always compensated for by pro- 
duction raise so that competitive 
status is undisturbed. The de- 
manded raise always has strong 
political flavor and bears no rela- 
tionship to the industry's current 
position. There is invariably the 
naive, childish belief that the cor- 
poration can meet almost any de- 
mand. . . . One could wish that this 
were truth rather than fiction. . . . 
But it isn't and simple arithmetic 
has not abdicated to ivory-tower 
theory."
